Ohio Society for the Prevention of 
Tuberculosis, has issued the follow­ 
ing circular: 
To understand the nature of the ex­ 
citing cause of tuberculosis we must 
say a word about germ s or bacteria. 
These are m inute organisms, far too 
small to be seen by the naked eye, 
and belong to the vegetable kingdom. 
The m ajority are most useful servants 
if man, and are continuously working 
for him. 
T hey are the cause of all 
^com position and putrefaction. 
Man 
m d animals, the trees and the flowers, 
lie anti retu rn to earth. 
After a time 
hey becom e part of it. 
"E arth to 
arth and d u st to dust." 
It is the 
bacteria th at produce this decay. 
Tho 
trganic is turned back to inorganic 
n a tte r. This change Is unceasing, and 
without it all life would soon end. 
See how fruit is preserved, and was 
unserved by housewives long before 
?erms w ere heard of. 
The fruit is 
bolled. T his kills the germs. The jars 
are also placed In boiling water. W hile 
still hot th e fruit is hermetically seal­ 
ed. 
W e used to think It was the air 
th at caused the fruit to spoil. 
But we 
can stop up the ja r with cotton which 
lets in th e air. and the fruit will keep 
just as well. 
T he cotton keeps out the 
germs. 
Most of the germ s require certain 
conditions to grow. 
They m ust have 
suitable food, air. water, and a favor­ 
able tem perature. 
Some only grow Sn 
the absence of air (oxygen) and some 
only in th e dark. 
They arc much like 
tile larger plants with which we are 
familiar—as w heat, corn, barley, etc. 
To grow we'll they n eed a suitable 
soil (food), rain and sunshine. 
Tn 18X2 R obert Koch d isco v ered that 
uberctilosis is produced by a germ, a 
vegetable parasite, 
which he named 
he bacillus tuberculosis. 
This germ 
'rows w ith great difficulty outside of 
he body. 
It has to be cultivated with 
xtreme care ip the laboratory. 
Sun­ 
shine rapidly destroys it. 
It will not 
live long in a perfectly dry state— It 
m ust have w a ter like oth er plants. 
But in d a rk moist places it may live 
"or months. 
It gets into the body in 
a num ber of ways. 
It may be in Ihe 
air we b re ath e and en ter the lungs 
Hrectly, or it lodges in the tonsils and 
g carried to various parts of the body 
by the lymphatic system. 
It may be 
swallowed. 
It m ay en te r 
the 
body 
hrough a break in the skin. 
In the great m ajority of eases, es­ 
pecially in adults, it attack s the lungs. 
Here it causes various Inflammatory 
hanges with the production of little 
tubercles, hence the name. tuberculo­ 
sis. 
T hese tend to soften and break 
down form ing cavities.

large num bers of those germs. 
Hiller estim ates that thoro may be ns 
many as 100.000.000 In each cubic cen ­ 
tim etre (about IO drops) of sputum . 
W e have seen that these may live 
outside of the body for som e time. 
Unless extrem e care Is taken to dc 
strov them there are m any chances 
for them to gain access to lite lungs of 
other persons, especially of those who 
are constantly with the patient. 
As 
long as the sputum (m atter expecto­ 
rated ) 
is moist the germ s arc Im­ 
prisoned. 
W hen this dries they are 
liberated and mingle with the dust. 
W hen the dust is stirred up. as in 
sw eeping a room occupied by a c a re ­ 
less consumptive, 
the air become* 
filled with the germs. 
W hen the air is 
still they settle to the floor. 
Batties 
creeping about the floor, and putting 
fingers and articles found to their 
months, swallow them, and may con­ 
tract tuberculosis in some form. Flies 
settle upon the sputum and carry off 
germ s which they may afterw ard de­ 
posit upon or In food or drink. 
W hen 
the consum ptive expectorates 
upon 
the street thp germ s finally mingle 
with th e dust and are blown here and 
there. 
It is probable th at most of 
these are killed by exposure to light 
and air. 
T he undried sputum on the 
sidewalk may readily co n tam inate a 
long dragging skirt and be ta rrie d into 
the house to be th ere set free. 
In m any ways these germ s find an 
entran ce to tho hum an body. 
W hat 
then happens? 
That depends upon 
the soil. 
W e are practically certain 
that these germ s will not grow in Hie 
tissues of a perfectly h ealthy body; 
at least not to an ex ten t to produce 
discoverable signs of 
disease: 
But 
here our knowledge is less perfect. 
We see persons apparently in excel 
lent 
health contract 
consum ption— 
others, diseased or in 
evident

health, escape though ex pored to the 
germ s for long periods. 
But rn.HO persons undoubtedly h:tvf* 
a slight at turk of tuberculosis and get 
well of it without knowing it. 
On the 
post m ortem table it is a common oc­ 
currence to find healed tuberculosis 
lesions in the lungs where there had 
been no history of tuberculosis during 
life. 
As the elder Dr. Flint pointed 
out long ago, tuberculosis is essen­ 
tially a self-limited disease. 
N ature 
often succeeds in effecting a cure. 
W e m ay say. then, that in general 
there m ust be, to produce tuberculosis, 
first, the exciting cause, this germ we 
have been considering, and second, 
some predisposing cause th a t renders 
the tissues of the body favorable to Its 
growth. 
In the first a r rid e heredity 
as a predisposing cause w as consid­ 
ered. 
But even w here one has inlier 
ited a tendency to the disease some 
thin g m ore Is usually required. 
T hat 
Is som e other sickness, as pneumonia. 
or bad sanitary surroundings, m ental 
w orry or overwork, m ust act 
with 
heredity to lower the natural resisting 
powers of the body. 
Tim excessive 
use of alcohol is credited with being 
a potent predisposing cause of tu b er­ 
culosis. 
It undoubtedly lessens the 
body's resistance to all forms of dis­ 
ease. 
T he great m ajority of d ru n k ­ 
ards, however, live amidst surround­ 
ings which in them selves lead to dis­ 
ease. 
Many of the trades favor tu b er­ 
culosis. 
W orkm en who breathe an at 
m osphere Ailed with 
sharp, cutting 
particles of dust, are very prone to the 
disease. 
T he injury thus done t o th<* 
lu n g s apparently renders thorn a bet 
ter growing place for the germ. 
So 
also m any of the diseases that aff*' t 
the lungs leave behind conditions f»' 
orable to tuberculosis. 
Perhaps one of the most potent of 
the causes of tuberculosis is the hab it­ 
ual breathing of impure air. 
Fresh 
air is food for the lungs. 
T hose who 
work in crowded shops and offices. 
sleep in rooms with doors and win­ 
dows closed, are frequent victims of 
this disease. 
As will be seen when 
considering the cure of tuberculosis 
fresli air is of prime importance. Th*- 
converse of the conditions that are 
essential for the cure of this disease; 
are the m ost likely to product it. 
As was independently pointed out 
by Dr. Bowditch, of M assachusetts.j 
and Dr. Buchanan, of England, living 
in houses .built on damp, undrained I 
soil predisposes one to tuberculosis.

that m em bers of the Mafia would kill 
him. 
He went to live in Philadelphia 
and then came to this city. 
On one of his visits lie made the ae-

beautiful young woman who is spoken 
of as the "Belle of bittie Italy." and 
who lives over the saloon. 
Ralnlo vis 
ited the girl aud about ait hour later 
two shots were heard and two m et 
wore seen running from the house. 
Rainio was found dead in the hallway, 
having been shot through the back of 
the head. 
N ear the body the police 
found two side combs, a pair of heels 
from a w om an’s shoes and four pistol 
cartridge^

ing circular: 
To understand the nature of the ex­ 
citing cause of tuberculosis we must 
say a word about germs or bacteria. 
These are minute organism s far too 
small to be seen by the naked eye. 
and belong to the vegetable kingdom 
The majority are most useful servants 
>f man, and are continuously working 
for him. 
They are the cause of all 
Jecotnpo3ition and putrefaction. 
Man 
ind animals, the trees and the flowers 
lie and return to earth. 
After a time 
hey become part of it. 
“Earth to 
•arth and dust to dust." 
It is th* 
bacteria that produce this decay. 
The 
organic Is turned back to inorganic 
natter. This change Is unceasing, and 
without it all life would soon end. 
See how fruit is preserved, and was 
preserved by housewives long before 
;erms were heard of. 
The fruit is 
boiled. This kills the germs. The jars 
xre also placed In boiling water. While 
still hot the fruit is hermetically sea! 
ed. 
We used to think it was the air 
that caused the fruit to spoil. 
But we 
can stop up the jar with cotton which 
lets in the air. and the fruit will keep 
just as well. 
The cotton keeps out the 
germs. 
Most of the germs require certain 
conditions to grow. 
They must have 
suitable food. air. water, and a favor 
able temperature. 
Some only grow in 
the absence of air (oxygen) and some 
only In the dark 
They a r e much like 
the larger plants with which we an* 
familiar—as wheat, corn, F a rley etc 
To grow well they need a suitable 
soil (food), rain and sunshine. 
In 1KK2 Robert Koch discovered that 
uberctilosiH is produced by a germ, a 
vegetable parasite, 
which he named 
the bacillus tuberculosis. 
This germ 
rrows with great difficulty outside of 
'he body. 
It has to be cultivated with 
’xtrenae care 
the laboratory. 
Sun­ 
shine rapidly destroys it. 
It will not 
live long in a perfectly dry state—It 
must have water like other plants. 
Hut In dark moist places it may live 
'or months. 
It gets into the body in 
\ number of ways. 
It may be In the 
air we breathe* and enter the lungs 
llrectly. or It lodges in the tonsils and 
's carried to various parts of the body 
by the lymphatic system. 
It may be 
wallowed. 
It may enter

body 
’hrough a break in the skin. 
In the great majority of cases, es­ 
pecially in adults, it attack# the lungs

Hiller estimates that there may be- as 
many as 100.00ft,000 In each cubic cen­ 
timetre (about 16 drops) of sputum. 
We have seen that these may live 
outside of the body for some time. 
Unless extreme care is taken to do 
stroy them there are many chances 
for them to gain access to the lungs of 
other persons, especially of those who

night was absolutely fruitless as far 


as th e attaining of the desired end 


was concerned, and much valuable 
tim e and no little expense might have 


been saved by proceeding with the 
restraining order in the beginning 
All the m em bers of council and 
large num ber of Interested citizens 
had assembled a t the city building 
last night expecting th at som ething 
in the way of a compromise would 
be proposed, but they were 
disap­ 
pointed. The gas corporation was rep­ 
resented by J. H. Brookes, E ast Liv 
erpool, for the Ohio Valley Gas com 
pany; H. B. Beatty, president of both 
com binations; A. B. Dally, vice pres 
ident of the Ohio Valley; 0. A. Dally 
superintendent of the Ohio Valley. 
A ttorney Brookes took the Boor after 
President Horwell had announced the 
object of the m eeting, and spent some 
time in explaining why the gas people 
were present. 
He then called upon 
A. B. Dally, who launched 
into 
lengthy account, of the real reasons 
for asking an increase In the rates 
He said the cost of every article and 


commodity which is used by the com­ 
pany, such as pipe, oil rigs, machin­ 
ery and labor, had increased in price 
nearly 50 per cent during the past few 
years, and that it would be impossible 
to conduct the business longer at the 
present rates and at a profit. 
Finally he took up the very difficult 
task of explaining why the combina­ 
tion proposed to charge $1 per month 
for gas when the m eter 
had 
not 
moved, and not a foot of the fluid had 
been used. 
He stated the company 
was compelled to read the m eters Just 
the same w hether I foot had been con­ 
sumed or 10,000, and these employes 
had to be paid. 
Then there was the 
office force who made out the bills 
The consum er who only used one 
thousand feet of gas during the month 
m ust be presented with a statem ent, 
and it involved as much work on the 
part of the clerical staff to prepare 
his card as was put upon th at of the 
big consumer.
